WHEN 
truce negotiations 
in 
Korea 
reached the point of discussing exchange 
of prisoners, the Allied negotiators refused 
to go into detailed discussion until a list of 
prisoners in Communist hands was furnish­ 
ed. This the Communists have now sup­ 
plied. General Dean is on the list, as well 
as 3,197 other Americans. The total num­ 
ber of Americans listed as “ missing in ac­ 
tion” is approximately 11.000. 
The designation “ missing in action” does 
not mean, of course, that all those missing 
have been captured. The ratio of all those 
presumed to have been killed in action or 
dead of wounds to those captured runs, on 
the basis of Communist figures, a b o u t 
three to one. This seems high and all the 
more so because the list of 919 British 
troops who are prisoners comprises about 
60 per cent of those listed as missing. 
If the Communist list of American pris­ 
oners is accurate, which is open to grave 
doubt, at least 8,000 American troops listed 
as missing must be presumed to be dead. 
This at once brings up the recent report of 
Col. Jam es M. Hanley of the United States 
Eighth Army that 5,500 Americans h a d 
been slaughtered after capture. 
The next of kin of all Americans on the 
Communist list are warned that the infor­ 
mation must be considered questionable 
until verified. This is a wise, humane pre­ 
caution. 
The Communists throughout hostilities in 
Korea have refused to allow committees of 
the International Red Cross to inspect 
their prisoner of war facilities and opera­ 
tions. The Communists gave the Red Cross 
a list of HO prisoners in the sum m er of 
1950. Since then there has been silence 
Contrast between the size of the prisoner 
list is striking. The UN gave the Reds a 
list of 132,474 Chinese and North Korean 
prisoners as compared to the Red list of 
11,559 Allied prisoners. It had been expect­ 
ed there would be 100,000 prisoners of all 
nationalities— mostly South Koiean — in 
Communist captivity. This unbalance was 
not affected in the fighting and must be 
sought elsewhere.

The Year 1951 goes without regret. It has 
been a 
disconcerting, 
at 
times, a dis­ 
tressing vt ar, particularly for Americans, 
who finally had to recognize that they bad 
been forced diplomatically and militarily 
into the second position. In 1945, we were 
the mightiest nation on earth; six years 
later, it is impossible to make that claim. 
In 1945, we had many allies; in 1951, the 
4rend is toward neutrality. In fact, a new 
word has come into the language, neutral­ 
ism. In 1945, we had ended a war in which 
the American people believed themselves 
to have been the victors. In 1951, the Am er­ 
ican people know that they were not vic­ 
tors. They know that while the U n i t e d 
States fought the F a r Eastern war a n d 
overcame the enemy. Russia gained the 
benefits; 
that while the United States, 
Great Britain and Soviet Russia fought J he 
European war as allies, only Soviet Russia 
benefited. 
To the United States, the afterm ath of 
the war has been a costly, disheartening 
enterprise; to Great Britain it has brought 
nothing but austerity, increased Socialism 
and the loss of empire. 
For Russia, 
it 
achieved power. 
This is not a total loss to this country, be 
cause awareness of the truth is in itself an 
advantage. In 1951, it did not develop that 
the people knew precisely what they want­ 
ed done; but it can be said that an increas­ 
ingly large part of the American People 
knew, for sure, that the policies pursued 
by President Truman, Dean Acheson and 
George Marshall had failed. 
One result of that decision was the elim­ 
ination of Gen. George Marshall from the 
political life of the American People. Ev­ 
ery effort to force the resignation or dis 
missal of Dean Acheson failed; even the 
rejection of Philip Jessup by the Senate 
failed to keep him out of office. But the 
State Department has been brought back 
into line in the sense that it no longer 
dares to ignore public opinion. 
For this achievement, the credit must 
go to Sen. Joe McCarthy and the McCar- 
ran committee. 
Senator McCarthy has taken a terrific 
lambasting at the hands of an antagonistic 
press, influenced by the State Department 
and the propaganda agencies of the govern­ 
ment and so-called liberal groups. “ McCar- 
thyism" entered the language as a polit­ 
ical term. Nevertheless, it has been “ Mc- 
Carthvism” which forced the State Depart­ 
ment to adopt a program of operations in 
closer consonance with the American peo­ 
ple. 
The work of the McCarran committee 
has been outstanding in its accomplish­ 
ments and in its careful research. Select­ 
ing the Institute of Pacific Relations as the 
point of perspective, it has probed deeply 
into the operations of the State Depart­ 
ment, coming up w ith extremely important 
data. 
Domestically, it has b e e n a year of in­ 
vestigations exposed corruption and scan­ 
dals. Committees of Congress, each ( hair­ 
ed by a Democrat, established a terrifying 
amount of pennyante graft in high places 
in government. Thus, the mink coat be­ 
came an object of political significance and 
to a wag, the Fair Deal became the “ Fur 
Deal.” While the exposure of corruption by 
the Fulbright, Kefauver and King commit­ 
tees humiliated the Administration, it did 
not. in 1951, tar the President, although the 
reputations of Cabinet m embers and one 
Supreme Court Justice suffered. 
Nevertheless, the President’s own atti­ 
tude, his bad temper, bis misplaced loyal­ 
ties. his apparent moral paralysis, 
cost 
hun the displeasure of his own party. His 
political fortunes, at the 
end 
of 
1951, 
were at low ebb. 
This gave great comfort to the Repub­ 
licans and in a paradoxical m a n n e r

COLUMBUS, Dec. 31—t^ -O h iq ’s 
fur dealers report the fur business 
continued the downward trend in 
the 19 50-51 season which first be­ 
gan in the 19 46-47 season 
In a report released by the Di­ 
vision of Wildlife of the State De­ 
partm ent 
of Natural 
Resources, 
Ohio’s 526 fur dealers said they 
handled 449 .214 pelts last season as 
compared to 583.29 4 in the 19 49 -50 
trapping season. 
The report included only those 
furs sold to Ohio fur dealers and 
ex cluded those sold directly to out- 
of-state dealers by Ohio hunters 
and trappers. This the report does 
not accurately disclose the number 
of fur bearing animals trapped in 
Ohio during the season. 
The num ber of individual species 
I trapped declined in all categories 
ex cept two. The ex ceptions were 
red fox . where the number of pelts 
handled rose from 1,9 03 in 19 49 -50 
to 3,056 in 19 50-51, and gray fox , 
which increased from 9 67 to 1,331. 
Trapping of mink, m uskrat, 
rac­ 
coon, skunk and weasel showed 
a 
definite decrease last y ear.
